Plan for Widening Pavement 

Recommended for* Offi­ 
cial Consideration

Elimination of the jog at 
Western avenue and 190th street 
which intersection has been the 
scene of numerous serious acci­ 
dents, will soon be'- accomplished, 
providing the Los Angeles city 
council accepts the recommenda­ 
tion of 'Its city engineer that 
the plan submitted by City En­ 
gineer Frank Leonard of Tor­ 
rance be adopted. 

Under this plah, the approach 
to the Intersection will be en­ 
larged by gradually widening 
the 'pavement on the east side 
of Western avenue from a point 
sbnte -fflstahce south' of the Jn^ 
tersectlon. A 'portion 'afAWHPCofct 
is to be borne by the city of 
Los Angeles, and a portion by 
the city of Torrance. Mr. Leon­ 
ard has already made applica­ 
tion to the county, for the allo­ 
cation of gasoline tax funds tj$ 
pay this city's share of the cost. 

. Eventually, it is expected that 
Western avenue, will be widened 
on both sides north of 190th 
street, when the dangerous jog 
will be entirely eliminated and.

Not only has the general bus­

July bus­ 
iness for 1935 showed an in­ 
crease of $1,805.40 over the pre­ 
ceding year.

Postmaster Conner is proud 
of the record made by the Tor­ 
rance office In the sale of babj^ 
bonds. No advertising of the 
government savings bonds has 
been done except by literature 
handed out to patrons.

first placed on sale in March, 
1D35, when the sales at the lo 

In April 
only five bonds were sold, in 
March two and In June only one 
sale was made, but in July the 
sales leaped to the total of 
$2681.25.

-"I found that in hundreds o: 
cases there is a tremendous dis 
parity in assessed valuations o 
domes .that are in many case; 
directly across the street fronr 
one another," Supervisor Ford 
stated. 

He declared that the south­ 
west portion of the county suf­ 
fered the most from this dls- 
larlty because property values 
n that section' had not in-' 

creased, and were not increasing 
as rapidly as property values in 
other sections of the county. 

This was ' more particularly 
true of residential property than 
of business property, Supervisor 
Ford said. He pointed out that 
nany homes in his district were

} "Many homes have deteriorat­ 
ed in value many hundreds of 
dollars since last being assessed, 
and owners of these residences 
are. still paying taxes at the rate 
of what their property was once 
worth  not what it is worth 
now," Supervisor Ford, declared. 

He stated that he would begin 
at once to put into operation 
the cumbersome machinery by 
which this revaluation could be 
accomplished. 

"I have been an expert ap­ 
praiser of real estate values in 
the county of Los Angeles for 
17 years, and if the worst comes 
to the worst, I will make the 
reassessments myself," Ford 
said.
